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PROCEEDINGS. 

DECEMBER, 1903. 

THE thirty-ninth meeting of the Society was held in Earl Hall, 
Columbia University, on Thursday, December 31st, 1903. 
The first session began at 10.10 a.m., President Gottheil being in the 
chair.
